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REPORT. 


Durine the month of January 1896, there were registered in the Towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, the 
Births of 4082 children, of whom 2145 were males and 1937 females. Of these 


3762 were legitimate, and 320 illegitimate, being in the proportion of one illegiti 


mate in every 12°7 Births, or the illegitimate Births constituted 7:8 per cent. of 
the whole. In Perth, 4°9 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate ; in Greenock, 6°6 ; 


in Leith, 7:0; in Glasgow, 7'3; in Dundee, 75; in Paisley, 8°1 ; in Aberdeen, 8:3, 


and in Edinburgh, 10°4 per cent, 
1655 Marriages were registered in these Towns during the month, Allowance 
being made for increase of the population, this is 67 above the average number for 


January during the last ten years. 


The Deaths of 2569 persons were registered in these Towns during January, 


of whom 1269 were males, and 1300 females. Allowing for increase of the 





population, this is 487 below the average number for the month during the 
ast ten years. 


A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during January the mortality 
was at the annual rate of 14°2 Deaths per thousand persons in Leith; 15:7 in 


“Edinburgh ; 19°0 in Perth; 20°9 in Aberdeen; 21*1 in Glasgow; 21:2 in Paisley ; 
21°6 in Greenock ; and 23°2 in Dundee. 


Of the 1263 Deaths registered in Glasgow, 252 were of children under one year of 
age, and 243 of persons over 60 years; of the 367 in Edinburgh, 67 were of children 
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under one year, and 115 of persons over 60 years; of the 317 in Dundee, 88 were 
of children under one year, and 65 of persons over 60 years; of the 241 in Aberdeen, 
61 were under one, and 69 over 60; of the 89 in Leith, 21 were under one, and 27 
over 60; of the 130 in Paisley, 19 were under one, and 43 over 60; of the 113 
in Greenock, 27 were under one, and 17 over 60; and of the 49 in Perth, 7 were 
under one, and 24 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2569 Deaths, 924, or 36°0 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. In Perth, 16°3 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years 
of age; in Paisley, 23°8; in Edinburgh, 28°9; in Glasgow, 36:2; in Aberdeen» 
38°2; in Leith, 42°7 ; in Dundee, 44:2; and in Greenock, 46:0 per cent. 

Miasmatic Diseases caused 249 Deaths, or 9°7 per cent. of the whole mortality. 
This rate was exceeded to the greatest extent in Greenock, in consequence of the 
presence of Measles in that Town. | 

18 Deaths were attributed to Fever, of which 3 (all in Glasgow) were from 
Typhus, and 15 from Enteric Fever. 

Hooping-Cough was the most fatal epidemic, having caused 138 Deaths, or 5:4 
per cent. of the whole. In Glasgow, 83 Deaths or 6°6 per cent., in Dundee, 25 or 
7°9 per cent., and in Aberdeen, 21 or 8°7 per cent. of the Deaths in these towns 
respectively were caused by Hooping-Cough. | 

Measles caused 37 Deaths, or 1:4 per cent. of the whole. In Greenock, 15 deaths 
were caused by Measles, being at the rate of 13°3 per cent. of the deaths there. 

Scarlatina caused 24 Deaths; Diphtheria, 19 ; and Puerperal Fever, 6. 

13 Deaths were ascribed to Intemperance, of which 9 were from Chronic Alcoholism, 
and 4 from Delirium Tremens. 

Apoplexy caused 80 Deaths; Paralysis, 58; Diseases of the Heart, 227; and 
Premature Birth Debility, 72. 

The Deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 584, or 22°7.per cent. of the whole. 
Those from Consumption alone numbered 244, or 9°5 per cent. 15 Deaths 
resulted from Croup. 7 

The Deaths from Violent Causes amounted to 94, of which 5 were Suicidal (2 by 
Gunshot Wounds, and one each by Cut-throat, Precipitation, and Hanging). 

One male and four females were aged 90 years and upwards, the eldest being 
aged 92 years.

The weather of January 1896 was thus characterised by an unusually high baro- 
metric pressure, with a very large monthly range; a high temperature, with the 
average mean daily range; a humidity slightly above the average; an excess of 
three days of westerly winds and a three days’ deficiency of southerly winds; a 
rainfall greatly under the average at all the large towns, and falling two days fewer 
than the average. 

The mean barometric pressure of January has, during the past 40 years, been 
exceeded only in 1880, when the mean was 30:234 inches. The excess was greater in 
the west than in the east ; thus, while at Dundee it was 0°400 inch, it was 0°433 inch 
at Glasgow. From this distribution of the pressure resulted the shifting of the mean 
direction of the wind from a southerly to a more westerly direction. But the memor- 
able meteorological feature of the month was the phenomenally great anti-cyclone 
when the barometer, at sea level on the morning of the 9th, was 31:094 inches 
at Paisley Observatory, and 31:072 inches at Edinburgh. The pressures which occurred 
at this time are the highest yet recorded in the British Islands, Pressure was also 
very high during the last three days of the month. 

The mean temperature was 40°'5, or 2°°8 above the average, the excess being 
equally distributed between the days and the nights. Owing to the excess of westerly 
winds, the excess was greater at western than at eastern stations; thus, while it was 
3°'2 at Glasgow and Paisley, it was only 1°°5 at Perth and Dundee. The month was 
marked by an absence of very low temperatures. The absolutely highest temperature 
was 56°°9 at Glasgow on the 2nd, and the lowest 20°°5 at Perth on the 24th. 

The smallest amount of rain collected was 0°69 inch at Aberdeen, and the largest 
4°73 inches at Greenock, these amounts being 72 and 39 per cent. under their 
respective averages. At Greenock 1:99 inch fell on the two days, the 26th and 27th. 
A little snow fell on the 13th, 14th, and 15th. At this time barometric pressure fell 
0592 inch from 9 p.m. of the 14th to 9 a.m. of the 15th, and rose 0°526 inch by 
9 p.m. of the 15th, and a storm of some violence occurred at the time. Very little 
rain fell from the 4th to the 10th, from the 18th to the 22nd, and on the last three 
days of the month,

709 Marriages were registered in these Towns during February, being 62 above 
the average number for the month during the last ten years, allowing for increase 
of the population. 

The Deaths of 2299 persons were registered in these Towns during February, 
of whom 1172 were of males, and 1127 of females. Increase of the population 
being allowed for, this number is 435 below the average number for the month 
during the last ten years. 

A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during February the mortality 
was at the annual rate of 12:3 Deaths per thousand persons in Leith; 15-8 in 
Perth; 17°5 in Paisley ; 18°8 in Edinburgh ; 19°6 in Aberdeen; 19-8 in Glasgow; 
20°0 in Dundee; and 20°6 in Greenock. 

Of the 1107 Deaths registered in Glasgow, 223 were of children under one year of 
age, and 205 of persons over 60 years; of the 413 in Edinburgh, 64 were of children 
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under one year, and 110 of persons over 60 years; of the 256 in Dundee, 66 were 
under one, and 52 over 60 years; of the 211 in Aberdeen, 52 were under one, 
and 56 over 60; of the 72 in Leith, 20 were under one, and 22 over 60; of the 
101 in Paisley, 21 were under one, and 26 over 60; of the 101 in Greenock, 22 
were under one, and 18 over 60; and of the 38 in Perth, 8 were under one, and 
18 over 60 years. 


Of the whole 2299 Deaths, 824, or 35°8 per cent., were of children under five © 


years of age. In Perth, 26°3 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years 
of age; in Edinburgh, 26°6; in Paisley, 31:7; in Glasgow, 36°8; in Dundee, 
38°3 ; in Leith, 41-7 ; in Greenock, 42°6; and in Aberdeen, 44°5 per cent. 

Miasmatic Diseases caused 231 Deaths, or 10°0 per cent. of the whole. 
No Deaths from these Diseases occurred in Perth, and in the other Towns, the rates 
varied from 6°9 per cent. in Leith, to 14:7 per cent. in Aberdeen. 

22 Deaths were ascribed to Fever, of which 5 (4 in Glasgow, and 1 in 
Edinburgh) were from Typhus, and 17 from Enteric Fever. 

Hooping-Cough was the most fatal epidemic, having caused 126 Deaths, or 5°5 
per cent, of the whole. In Leith, 1°3 per cent. of the Deaths were from Hooping- 
Cough; in Edinburgh, 2:2; in Paisley, 5°0; in Dundee, 5°5; in Glasgow, 6°4; in 
Greenock, 6°9 ; and in Aberdeen, 9-0 per cent.

Hence the weather of February 1896 was characterised by an unusually 
high barometric pressure, with an unusually small range; an unusually high 
mean temperature, with the average mean daily range; a humidity less than the 
average ; a rainfall about half the average of February, falling on two days fewer than 
@ average; and a greater excess of south-westerly winds than has been recorded 
ince 1883. 


The mean pressure was 30°189 inches, .or 0°311 inch above the average, being 
igher than has occurred during the past 40 years, except in the Februarys of 1890 
d 1891. Pressure was relatively a little higher at southern than at northern, and 
t eastern than at western stations, and from this distribution of the pressure south- 
esterly winds were markedly in excess of the average. 


With the predominance of these winds, the mean temperature of the month rose to 
3°°0 above the average, an excess of temperature very equally distributed among the 
rge towns, Except from the 22nd to the 27th, temperature was generally high 
hroughout, and the minimum temperatures of the table will show the absence of any 
vere cold. The absolutely highest temperature was 54°°3 at Aberdeen on the 
th, and the lowest 25°°2 at Perth on the 27th. 


The type of weather being chiefly anti-cyclonic, a low rainfall characterised 
e month, being similar to the small rainfall of January under like meteorological 
onditions. The smallest amount collected was 0°79 inch at Leith, and the largest 
*88 inches at Greenock, these amounts being respectively 52 and 39 per cent. under 
heir averages. Nearly the whole of the rain fell from the 7th to the 12th, the 19th to 
he 21st, and the 25th to the end of the month. The greatest amount collected on 
ny single day was 1°46 inch at Greenock on the 7th ; and as regards the other seven 
wns, the highest- was 0°56 inch at Paisley on the same day. Snow was of occasional 
ecurrence from the 25th to the end of the month. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of March 1896, there were registered in the Towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, the 
Births of 4260 children, of whom 2200 were males and 2060 females. Of these, 
3938 were legitimate, and 322 illegitimate, being in the proportion of one illegiti- 
mate in every 13-2 Births, or the illegitimate Births constituted 7-6 per cent. of 
the whole. In Leith, 2°6 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate; in Paisley, 4:1 ; 
in Greenock, 5°9; in Glasgow, 7°6 ; in Aberdeen, 7°9; in Dundee, 8°4; in Perth, 
8°5 ; and in Edinburgh 9°7 per cent. 

806 Marriages were registered in these Towns during March, being 89 above the 
average for the month during the last ten years, increase of the population being 
allowed for. 

The Deaths of 2466 persons were registered in these Towns during the month, 
of whom 1265 were males, and 1201 females. Allowing for increase of the 
population, this number is 602 below the March average of the last ten years, 

A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during March the mortality 
was at the annual rate of 16-4 Deaths per thousand persons in Paisley; 17°4 in 
Leith ; 17°8 in Edinburgh ; 18°5 in Greenock; 18°6 in Dundee; 19°9 in Glasgow ; 
20°9 in Aberdeen ; and 23°3 in Perth. 

Of the 1186 Deaths registered in Glasgow, 233 were of children under one year of 
age, and 196 of persons over 60 years; of the 418 in Edinburgh, 76 were of children 
under one year, and 109 of persons over 60 years; of the 254 in Dundee, 51 were of 
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children under one, and 56 of persons over 60 years ; of the 241 in Aberdeen, 62 
were under one, and 59 over 60; of the 109 in Leith, 23 were under one, and 27 
over 60; of the 101 in Paisley, 15 were under one, and 28 over 60; of the 97 
in Greenock, 20. were under one, and 21 over 60 ; and of the 60 in Perth, 7 were 
under one, and 26 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2466 Deaths, 870, or 35:3 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. In Perth, 20-0 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years 


of age; in Paisley, 27-7; in Edinburgh, 29-4; in Dundee, 81-1; in Leith, 34-9; 


in Greenock, 38:1; in Aberdeen, 38-2 ; and in Glasgow, 38°9 per cent. 

Miasmatic Diseases caused 247 Deaths, or 10-0 per cent. of the: whole. 
This rate was exceeded in Glasgow and Aberdeen, chiefly in consequence of the 
prevalence of Hooping-Cough in these Towns. 

Fevers caused 25 deaths, of which 3 (one each in Glasgow, Dundee, and Paisley) 
were from Typhus, and 22 from Enteric Fever. 

Hooping-Cough was the most fatal epidemic, having caused 120 Deaths, or 4°9 
per cent. of the whole. In Glasgow, 72 Deaths, or 6-1; and in Aberdeen, 26 Deaths, 
or 10°8 per cent., of the Deaths in these towns respectively were caused by Hooping- 
Cough. 

Measles caused 38 Deaths; Scarlatina, 28; Diphtheria, 16 ; and Puerperal Fever, 
4, 

To Intemperance were ascribed 8 Deaths, 7 being from Chronic Alcoholism, and 1 
from Delirium Tremens. 
Apoplexy caused 102 Deaths; Paralysis, 50; Heart Diseases, 233 ; and Premature 

Birth Debility, 61. | 
_ The Deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 

Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 461, or 18-7 per cent. of the whole. 
Those from Consumption alone numbered 287, or 11-6 per cent. 6 Deaths 
were caused by Croup. | 

The Deaths from Violent Causes amounted to 97, of which 9 were Suicidal (6 by 
Hanging, and one each by Gunshot, Precipitation, and Drowning), 

Four males and five females were aged 90 years and upwards, the eldest 
being two widows, aged respectively 96 years.

Hence the weather of March 1896 was characterised by an unusually low baro- 
metric pressure and high monthly range; a mean temperature two degrees above the 
javerage, with a mean daily range considerably above the average; a low humidity ; a 
rainfall a little above the average, but falling on six days more than the average ; and 
southerly and south-westerly winds six days in excess of the average, 

Mean barometric pressure was 29-620 inches, pressure having been for the past 40 
years, as regards March for the eight principal towns, only lower in 1861 and in 1876; 
in the latter year the mean was only 29°398 inches. The departures from their means 
were nearly the same at each of the large towns. But from the returns of the 
Society’s other stations it is seen that pressure was relatively very much lower in the 
north than in the south, and in the west than in the east of the country, and from this 
manner of distribution of the pressure the unusual prevalence of southerly and south- 
westerly winds resulted. ; 

With the prevalence of these winds the mean temperature was 2°:0 above: the 
javerage, accompanied with a mean daily range large for March; and further, while 
the mean temperature of the nights exceeded the average by 1°-3, the excess of the 
temperature of the days was 2°°6. This excess of temperature was equally distributed 
over the large towns. The absolutely highest temperature was 57°°4 at Aberdeen on 
the 31st, and the lowest 27°-0 at Perth on the 30th. This is an unusually high 
minimum temperature for March. . 

The type of weather during the month was eminently cyclonic, cyclone following 
cyclone in rapid succession, rendering the weather peculiarly broken and unsettled, 
Since the tracks of these cyclones were to the north of Scotland, the mean temperature 
of the month was in excess of the average. The number of these cyclones and the 
relatively low humidity at the time occasioned the very large number of rainy days, 
which in March for the past 40 years was exceeded only in 1861, when the number 
of days was 24; and the limitation of the accompanying rains to the western stations. 
The smallest rainfall, 1:20 inch, occurred at Dundee, and the largest, 7°54 inches, at 
Greenock, these amounts being respectively 39 per cent. under, and 71 per cent. 
above, their averages. At Glasgow the rainfall was 105 per cent. above its average, 
but it is remarkable that, notwithstanding these large rainfalls, the quantity that fell 
did not amount to an inch on any single day at any of the large towus. Snow fell 
at intervals during the first fortnight, and hail during the last week of the month. 


Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of April 1896, there were registered in the Towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, the 
Births of 4346 children, of whom 2266 were males, and 2080 females. Of these, 
4061 were legitimate, and 285 illegitimate, being in the proportion of one illegiti- 
mate in every 15:2 Births, or the illegitimate Births constituted 6-6 per cent. of 
the whole. In Greenock 3:2 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate ; in Perth, 3°3 ; 
in Leith, 4°3; in Glasgow, 6:1; in Paisley, 7-4; in Aberdeen, 7°8; in Dundee, 
7-9; and in Edinburgh, 8-4 per cent. 

1166 Marriages were registered in these Towns during April. Allowance being 
made for increase of the population, this number is 211 above the average for the 
month during the last ten years, 

The Deaths of 2462 persons were registered in these Towns during April, of 
whom 1238 were males, and 1224 females. Allowing for increase of the 
population, this number is 256 below the April average of the last ten years, 

A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during April the mortality 
was at the rate of 16:0 Deaths per thousand persons per annum in Leith; 18°0 
in Greenock ; 18°3 in Edinburgh; 18°5 in Aberdeen; 20-4 in Paisley; 20°35 in 
Dundee ; 20°9 in Glasgow ; and 21-2 in Perth. 

Of the 1207 Deaths registered in Glasgow, 281 were of children under one year of 
age, and 211 of persons over 60 years; of the 414 in Edinburgh, 73 were of children 
under one year, and 121 of persons over 60 years; of the 272 in Dundee, 56 were 
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under one, and 61 over 60 years; of the 206 in Aberdeen, 31 were under 
one, and 61 over 60; of the 97 in Leith, 25 were under one, and 35 over 
60; of the 122 in Paisley, 25 were under one, and 19 over 60; of the 91 in 
Greenock, 26 were under one, and 10 over 60; and of the 53 in Perth, 10 were 
under one, and 24 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2462 Deaths, 888, or 36°1 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. In Perth, 22°6 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years 
of age; in Edinburgh, 26°8 ; in Aberdeen, 29°6 ; in Dundee, 33°8; in Leith, 36:1; in 
Paisley, 39°3 ; in Glasgow, 40°7; and in Greenock, 41-8 per cent. 

Miasmatic Diseases caused 253 Deaths, or 10°3 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. The presence of Hooping-Cough in Glasgow, Aberdeen, and Paisley, and 
of Measles in Greenock, caused that rate to be exceeded in each of these Towns. 

Fevers caused 34 deaths, or 1°4 per cent. of the whole mortality. Of these, 2 (both 
in Edinburgh) were caused by Typhus, 31 by Enteric, and 1 by Simple Continued 
Fever, 

Hooping-Cough was the most fatal epidemic, having caused 115 Deaths, or 4°7 
per cent. of the whole. In Glasgow, 69, or 5:7 per cent.; in Aberdeen, 17, or 8°3 
per cent.; and in Paisley, 10, or 8-2 per cent., of the Deaths in these respective 
towns were caused by Hooping-Cough. 

Measles caused 51 Deaths, of which 5, or 5‘d per cent., occurred in Greenock ; 
Scarlatina, 29; Diphtheria, 12 ; and Puerperal Fever, 9. 

From Intemperance there resulted 6 Deaths, 5 being from Chronic Alcoholism, and 
1 from Delirium Tremens. 

Apoplexy caused 100 Deaths; Paralysis, 51; Diseases of the Heart, 227; and 
Premature Birth Debility, 87. 

The Deaths from again Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 457, or 18°6 per cent. of the whole 
Those from Consumption alone numbered 264, or 10°77 per cent. To Croup 
were attributed 11 Deaths. 

The Deaths from Violent Causes amounted to 76, of which 11 were Suicidal (1 by 
Gunshot, 5 by Cut-Throat, and 5 by Hanging). 

Two males and four females had passed the 90th year of life, the eldest of whom 
was the widow of a General Officer, and was aged 96 years.

Thus the weather of April 1896 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
considerably above, with a monthly range considerably under the average ; a mean 
temperature hitherto unprecedented for April, with a mean daily range about the 
average ; a very low humidity, having been only once lower, viz., April 1858, when 
it was 73; a rainfall only half the average, falling, however, on the average number 
of days; and a prevalence of west winds absolutely unprecedented. 


The mean barometric pressure was 30-053 inches, pressure having previously shewn 
in April a higher mean only in 1861, 1865, and 1893, The excess was unequally 
distributed over Scotland ; thus, while at Aberdeen the excess was 0°120 inch, it was 
Q°177 inch at Paisley. Pressure being higher in the south than in the north, and 
in the west than in the east, it resulted that winds from 8,W., W., and N.W.,, prevailed 
on 23 days, the excess above the averages of these directions being 1, 7, and 3 days 
respectively. 


Owing to the unwonted prevalence of these winds, and the all but total absence 
of winds from easterly directions, and the anti-cyclonic character of the weather which 
prevailed, it followed that the mean temperature rose to a higher point than has yet 

been recorded for April, in connection with which it is remarkable that the excess of the 
days and the nights was the same. The excess was also pretty equally distributed 
over the eight large towns. The absolutely highest temperature was 65°°9 at 
Edinburgh on the 24th, and the lowest 28°°3 at Glasgow on the 15th. Again, as in 
March, the minimum temperatures were all unusually high for the month, 


Little rain fell from the Ist to the 9th, and from the 17th to the 25th, and no 
heavy rains occurred at any time during the month. ‘The largest fall on any day 
was 0°48 inch at Perth on the 10th.

In Glasgow, 86 Deaths were from Hooping-Cough, or 7°3 
per cent. of the deaths there; in Aberdeen, 19, or 9°4 per cent. ; and in Paisley, 
9, or 8:2 per cent. 


Measles caused 64 Deaths, of which 53, or 4°5 per cent., occurred in Glasgow; — : 


Scarlatina, 18; Diphtheria, 12 ; and Puerperal Fever, 10. 

To Intemperance were attributed 6 Deaths, 5 being from Chronic Alcoholism, and 
1 from Delirium Tremens. 

Apoplexy caused 74 Deaths; Paralysis, 44; Diseases of the Heart, 234; and 
Premature Birth Debility, 60. 

The Deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 439, or 18°5 per cent. of the whole. 
Those from Consumption alone numbered 257, or 10°8 per cent. 6 Deaths 
were caused by Croup.

Thus the weather of May 1896 was characterised by a very high mean barometic 
pressure, considerably higher than any that has occurred during the past 40 years, 
with a very low monthly range, being the third lowest during the same years; a very 
high mean temperature, being the highest during the past 40 years, with a very large 
mean daily range, which in May was only exceeded in 1859; a very low humidity, a 
lower having occurred in 1859; a very small rainfall, smaller amounts having been 
collected in May 1859 and 1876, being respectively 0°36 inch and 0°55 inch; and 
a prevalence of north-westerly winds. 

The mean barometic pressure was 30°265 inches, being the highest yet recorded by 
the Society’s observers in the large towns, the next highest being 30:148 inches, in 
1876. The weather during the month was strongly anti-cyclonic, with the usual 
high pressure, low humidity, clear atmosphere, strong sunshine, and unusually high 
temperature for May, the only exception being from the 18th to the 21st, when 
pressure fell a little, the wind rose at some places to the ferce of a gale, and showers 
of rain fell generally. 

The mean temperature was 54°:4, or 4°°6 above the average, the next highest 
during the last 40 years being 53°:3 in 1893.

2089 Marriages were registered in these Towns during June, being 437 above 
the average number for the month during the last ten years, increase of the 
population being allowed for. 

The Deaths of 2402 persons were registered in these Towns during June, of 
whom 1219 were males, and 1183 females. Allowing for increase of the population 
this number is 11 below the average for the month during the last ten years. 

A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during June the mortality 
was at the annual rate of 15°6 Deaths per thousand persons in Edinburgh; 
17°6 in Leith ; 17-9 in Aberdeen; 18-1 in Paisley ; 18°8 in Perth; 19:2 in Dundee;

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of children under one, and 54 of persons over 60 years; of the 200 in Aberdeen, 
34 were under one, and 59 over 60; of the 107 in Leith, 26 were under one, 
and 23 over 60; of the 108 in Paisley, 26 were under one, and 21 over 60; 
of the 98 in Greenock, 20 were under one, and 16 over 60; and of the 47 in 
Perth, 8 were under one, and 17 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2402 Deaths, 942, or 39°2 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. In Perth, 19-1 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years 
of age; in Aberdeen, 27°5; in Greenock, 27-6; in Edinburgh, 30°3; in Leith, 
34°6 ; in Dundee, 40-0; in Glasgow, 45°1; and in Paisley, 45:4 per cent. 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 288 Deaths, or 12:0 per cent. of the whole mortality. 7 


This rate was exceeded in Glasgow, and Paisley; in the former town from the 
prevalence of Measles and Hooping-Cough, and in the latter from that of Hooping- 
Cough. 

Fevers caused 17 deaths, of which 16 were from Enteric, and one from Simple 
Continued Fever. 

Measles was the most Pal epidemic, having caused 127 deaths, or 5:3 per cent. 
of the whole. In Glasgow, 113 deaths, or 9°2 per cent., and in Dundee, 9, or 3°5 
per cent, of the deaths, in these respective towns were ee by Measles. 

Hooping-Cough caused 94 Deaths, or 3°9 per cent. of the whole. 69, or 5°6 
per cent. of the deaths in Glasgow ; and 14, or 13-0 per cent. of the deaths in 
Paisley were from Hooping-Cough. 

Diarrhcea and Dysentery caused 64 deaths, or 2°7 per cent. of the whole. 

22 deaths resulted from Scarlatina, 19. from Diphtheria, and 9 from Puerperal 
Fever. | 

‘To Intemperance were attributed 9 Deaths, 5 being from Chronic Alcoholism, and 
4 from Delirium Tremens. | 
To Apoplexy were ascribed 80 Deaths; to Paralysis, 49; to Heart Diseases, 223 ; 
and to Premature Birth Debility, 88. 

The Deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 371, or 15:4 per cent. of the whole, 
Those from Consumption alone numbered 267, or 11‘1 per cent. 6 Deaths 
were caused by Croup. 

From Violent Causes there resulted 101 Deaths, of which 8 were Suicidal (3 being 
by Cut-Throat, 4 by Hanging, and 1 by Drowning). 

Two males and two females were aged 90 years and upwards, the eldest, being the 
widow of a blacksmith, was aged 93 years.

Mean temperature, 57°'2; greater by 1°-4.

Mean humidity, 81; greater by 3°6. 

Rain, number of days, 20; greater by 7 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°32; greater by 0°82 inch. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 1:55 lb. ; greater by 0°21 lb. 


Wind, direction of, E. to W. as 10 to 9, and N. to S. as 5 to 5; the average 
being E. to W. as 8 to 10, and N. to S. as 4 to 6, 


Thus the weather of June 1896 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
a little under the average, with a monthly range lower than has been recorded since 
1864; a mean temperature about a degree and a half above the average, with a 
mean daily range above a degree and a half lower than has occurred since 1879 ; 
a mean humidity greater than any since 1875; a rainfall 33 per cent. above the 
average, falling on seven days in excess of the mean of June; and a prevalence of 
north-easterly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°905 inches, which is 0°041 inch under the 
average, the deficiency being greater in the south than in the north, and in the west 
than in the east. From this manner of distribution of the pressure resulted the 
greater prevalence of winds from north, north-east, and east, which were four days 
more than the average. The type of weather was generally anti-cyclonic. No very 
low pressures were recorded, but small, shallow cyclones were rather frequent, 
accompanied with a rather copious rainfall, and during the first ten days of the 
month, also with thunderstorms. 

The mean temperature of the eight towns was 57°:2, or 1°4 above the average, 
but the distribution of the excess of temperature was very unequal, arising from 
the excess of north-easterly winds. Thus at Aberdeen, in the east, the mean 
temperature was 54°°7, or 0°:3 above the average, whereas at Glasgow and Paisley, 
in the west, it was 58°°8, or 3°°0 above the average. The excess of temperature was 
almost wholly due to the striking warmth of the nights, which show a mean higher 
than any June since 1861. This feature was occasioned by the remarkably large 
humidity of the month. On the other hand, the day temperature has been eight 
times exceeded since 1861. The absolutely highest temperature was 82°77 at 
Glasgow on the 15th; and the lowest 39°:0 at Perth on the Ist; thus giving the 
large range of 43°°7 for the eight large towns. 

The rainfall of the month was a third above the average. Owing to the compara- 
tively large moisture in the atmosphere, the north-easterly winds carried the heavy 
rains accompanying them much farther than usual, to inland and western stations. 
Thus, while at Aberdeen the amount was 2°'17 inches, at Glasgow it was 4°-82 inches, 
these being 23 and 108 per cent. above their respective averages. At Paisley the 
rainfall was less than half that of Glasgow. The rainfall occurred daily from the Ist 
to the 10th, from the 16th to the 24th, and on the 29th and 30th. On the other 
days of the month almost none fell. The greatest daily falls were 1°°51 inch at 
Greenock, and 1°:19 inch at Glasgow, both on the Sth, 
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REPORT.

Thus the weather of July 1896 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
somewhat above the average, with a monthly range considerably under it; a mean 
temperature with mean daily range, both the average ; a mean humidity a little under 
the average ; a rainfall about a third above the average, falling one day more than 
the average ; and a very slight excess of southerly winds blowing with the average 
force. 

The mean barometric pressure was 0-089 inch above the average, but as the manner 
of the distribution was normal, the winds, as regards direction and force were also 
nearly normal. 

The mean temperature and its partition between the days and the nights, and also 
among the separate towns were unusually close to the averages. During the 12 
days from the 10th to the 21st, high temperatures ruled, the mean of this period at 
Edinburgh being 61°-9, with a daily range the same as the mean of the month. The 
absolutely highest temperature was 78°0 at Aberdeen on the 20th ; and the lowest 
40°°5 at Perth on the 28th. ; 

The mean rainfall for the month was 4:04 inches, or 29 per cent. above the 
average. The largest fall was 5-08 inches at Greenock, and the smallest, 3°15 inches, 
at Aberdeen ; but as compared with their averages, the greatest excess was 36 per 
cent. at Leith, and the least, 12 per cent., at Aberdeen. Heavy rains occurred on the 
6th, 8th, and 9th, and on the 25th and 29th, with the accompaniment of floods on 
these two last days. On the 25th, there fell 1:01 inch at Aberdeen, 1°34 inch at 
Dundee, and 1°23 inch at Perth, on which day a well-developed cyclone passed over 
Scotland. Passing showers characterised the weather from the Ist to the 5th; 10th 
to the 20th; 26th to the 28th; and 30th and 31st. Thunder was reported once, 
viz., on the 6th at Leith.

A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during August the mortality was 
at the annual rate of 13-8 Deaths per thousand persons in Greenock ; 14°0 in Aber- 
deen and in Leith; 14°6 in Dundee; 15:2 in Edinburgh ; 17°5 in Perth; 17°8 in 
Glasgow ; and 18°6 in Paisley. 

Of the 1064 Deaths registered in Glasgow, 272 were of children under one year of 
age, and 163 of persons over 60 years; of the 356 in Edinburgh, 81 were of children 
under one year, and 91 of persons over 60 years; of the 200 in Dundee, 47 were

Paisley, 27 were under one, and 33 over 60; of the 72 in Greenock, 18 were under 
one, and 15 over 60; and of the 45 in Perth, 8 were under one, and 14 over 60. | 

Of the whole 2101 Deaths, 854, or 40°6 per cent. were of children under five years 
of age. In Perth, 24:4 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years 
of age; in Aberdeen, 29:2; in Edinburgh, 34°6; in Greenock, 36:1; in Paisley, 
38°3; in Dundee, 39°5; in Leith, 43:2 ; and in Glasgow, 45:7 per cent. 

Miasmatic Diseases caused 201 Deaths, or 9°6 per cent. of the whole. This rate 
was exceeded in Glasgow chiefly from the prevalence of Measles, and in Leith from 
that of Scarlet Fever. 

Measles was the most fatal epidemic, having caused 73 Deaths, or 3°5 per cent. 
of the whole mortality. In Glasgow, 64 Deaths resulted from Measles, causing 6-0 
per cent. of the Deaths there. 

Fevers caused 17 Deaths, all of which were stated to have been from Enteric Fever. 

Hooping-Cough caused 58 Deaths, or 2°8 per cent. of the whole. 7 Deaths 
from Hooping-Cough occurred in Paisley, being at the rate of 6-1 per cent. of the 
Deaths there. 

Scarlatina caused 28 Deaths, or 1°3 per cent. of the whole. In Leith 7 Deaths, — 
or 8:0 per cent. of the total mortality resulted from this disease. 

Diphtheria caused 18 Deaths ; Cholera, 4; and Puerperal Fever, 8. 

Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 98 Deaths, or 4:7 per cent. of the total. 

To Intemperance were ascribed 7 Deaths, 5 being from Chronic Alcoholism, and — 
2 from Delirium Tremens. : | 

To Apoplexy were ascribed 81 Deaths; to Paralysis, 38; to Diseases of the 
Heart, 165; and to Premature Birth Debility, 66. , 

The Deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including | 
Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 278, or 13°2 per cent. of the whole. 
Those from Consumption alone numbered 199, or 9°5 per cent. 10 Deaths were 
caused by Croup. 

From Violent Causes there resulted 101 Deaths, of which 5 were Suicidal, 4 being 
caused by Cut Throat, and 1 by Hanging.

Thus the weather of August 1896 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
considerably above the average, with a monthly range singularly low; a mean 
temperature a little over a degree less than the average, with a mean daily range 
nearly the average; a mean humidity unusually low for August; a rainfall greatly 
under the average, falling one day more than the average ; and a great predominance 
of north westerly winds with a force much under the average. 

The mean barometric pressures of the different towns exceeded their averages to a 
greater extent in the west than in the east, and to this manner of distribution of the 
pressure is due to the predominance of these winds, N.N.W. and W. winds being 
respectively 2 days each above their respective averages. 

Owing to the prevalence of these winds, the mean temperature fell to 1°-2 below 
the average, the temperature of the days and the nights being equally low. The 
deficiency of temperature was unequally partitioned among the large towns ; thus it 
amounted to 2°°0 at Aberdeen; 1°°4 at Perth; 0°-4 at Greenock ; whilst at Leith it 
was about the average. The absolutely higher temperature was 75°°5 on the 12th at 
Perth, and the lowest 36°:0 on the 10th at the same place. 

The mean rainfall was 2°15 inches, or 38 per cent. under the average. The 
maximum monthly fall was 3°12 inches, or 39 per cent. under the average at 
Greenock, and the minimum 1:69 inch, or 47 per cent. under the average at 
Glasgow. At Perth the amount was 2°63 inches, which is only 12 per cent. under 
the average.

Miking E. to W. as 5 to 12, and N. to S. as 4 to 6. 


Thus, the weather of September 1896 was characterised by an unusually low baro- 
metric pressure, with a singularly large monthly range; a mean temperature half a 
degree less than the average, with a mean daily range considerably under the 
average ; a mean humidity slightly above the average ; a large rainfall falling on 23 
days, which is greatly in excess of the September average ; and a large excess of south- 
easterly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was only 29°657 inches, being the lowest for this 
month since 1869. The depression below the average was much greater in the south 
than in the north, and also greater in the west than in the east ; indicating a distribu- 
tion of the pressure which brought about an excess above the average of 4 days of S.E. 
and also 1 day of E., and 1 day of N.E. winds. 

The mean temperature of the towns was half a degree under the average; but 
while at Aberdeen, Dundee, and Perth in the east, it was 1°-0 less than the average, 
in the west, at Glasgow and Greenock, it was 0°5 above it. This distribution of the 
temperature was due to the great prevalence of south-easterly winds, temperature 
being higher in the west, which is best sheltered from these winds, and lower at those 
eastern stations most exposed to them. The absolutely highest temperature was 69°:9 
at Glasgow on the 10th ; and the lowest 34°:0 at Aberdeen on the 28th. 

The mean rainfall was 4:81 inches, or 42 per cent. above the average. Its 
distribution among the large towns was singularly unequal, The largest amount, 
7°27 inches, was collected in Glasgow, and the least, 3°71 inches, in Leith, these being 
respectively 116 and 32 per cent. above their averages. On the other hand, the amount 
at Greenock was 5°54 inches, which is 8 per cent. below its average. It is remarkable 
that, notwithstanding the large monthly amounts, the daily rainfall only once exceeded 
an inch, viz., at Perth, on the 9th, when 1°26 inch was collected. The only fair 
periods were from the 4th to the 8th, and the three last days of the month. The rest 
of the month may be characterised as dripping wet, and proved very disastrous to the 
cut grain outstanding in the fields.

Durine the month of October 1896, there were registered in the Towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, the 
Births of 4131 children, of whom 2138 were males, and 1993 females.

In Leith, 5:2 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate ; in Greenock, 5°3; in Glas- 
gow, 6°4; in Paisley, 6°8 ; in Perth, 7:3; in Edinburgh, 8:9; in Aberdeen, 9:1; and 
in Dundee, 10°5 per cent, 

954 Marriages were registered in these Towns during October, being 99 above 
the average number for the month during the last ten years, allowing for increase 
of the population. 

The Deaths of 2347 persons were registered in these Towns during the month, of 
whom 1143 were males, and 1204 females. Allowing for increase of the population, 
this number is 51 below the average number for October during the last ten years. 

A comparison of the Deaths registered shows that during October the mortality 
was at the annual rate of 15°3 Deaths per thousand persons in Leith; 15-9 in Edin- 
burgh, and in Greenock ; 16°7 in Perth ; 17°1 in Aberdeen ; 18°3 in Paisley ; 19°6 in 
Glasgow ; and 19°9 in Dundee. 

Of the 1170 Deaths registered in Glasgow, 303 were of children under one year of 
age, and 216 of persons over 60 years; of the 372 in Edinburgh, 78 were of children 
under one year, and 105 of persons over 60 years; of the 273 in Dundee, 89 were 
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under one year, and 48 over 60 years; of the 197 in Aberdeen, 46 were under one, and | 
53 over 60; of the 96 in Leith, 16 were under one, and 21 over 60; of the 113 in 
Paisley, 25 were under one, and 33 over 60; of the 83 in Greenock, 20 were under 
one, and 19 over 60; and of the 43 in Perth, 4 were under one year, and 20 over 
60 years. 

Of the whole 2347 Deaths, 903, or 38°5 per cent. were of children under five years 
of age. In Perth, 18-6 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years © 
of age; in Edinburgh, 29°6; in Aberdeen, 31°5 ; in Leith, 34:4; in Paisley, 35°45 © 
in Greenock, 38°6; in Dundee, 41'8; and in Glasgow, 43:1 per cent. 

Miasmatic Diseases caused 172 Deaths, or 7°3 per cent. of the whole mortality. 
This rate was exceeded in Glasgow, Paisley, and Aberdeen, but in none of the Towns — 
were any of these diseases specially prominent. 

Fevers caused 16 Deaths, of which 12 were caused by Enteric, 3 by Simple Con- 
tinued, and I (in Paisley) by Typhus Fever. 

Measles caused 59 Deaths, or 2°5 per cent. of the whole mortality. Scarlatina 
caused 24 Deaths, or 1:0 per cent.; and Hooping-Cough, 39 Deaths, or 1°7 per cent. 

Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 61 Deaths, or 2°6 per cent. of the whole. 

Diphtheria caused 22 Deaths ; Puerperal Fever, 9 ; and Cholera, 3. 

From Intemperance there resulted 3 Deaths, 2 being ascribed to Chronic Alcoholism, — 
and 1 to Delirium Tremens. | 

Apoplexy caused 81 Deaths; Paralysis, 46; Heart Diseases, 211; and Premature — 
Birth Debility, 71. 

The Deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including ~ 
Consumption or Hooping-Cough) amounted to 488, or 20°8 per cent. ‘Those from — 
Consumption alone numbered 203, or 8°6 per cent. 9 Deaths were attributed to — 
Croup. 

109 Deaths resulted from Violent Causes, of which 9 were Suicidal (five by Cut 
Throat, one by Hanging, one by Precipitation, one by Poison, and one Not Stated). 

One male and seven females were aged 90 years and upwards, the eldest being the

Thus, the weather of October 1896 was characterised by a low barometric pressure, 
with a very large monthly range; a mean temperature unprecedentedly low for the 
month, with a rather large mean daily range; a very low mean humidity ; a mean 
rainfall a little above the average ; falling on 18 days, or 1 day more than the average ; 
and a very unusual prevalence of northerly winds, 

The mean barometric pressure was only 29°702 inches. The defect from the 
average was much greater at southern and eastern than at northern and western 
stations, thus forming gradients for the northerly winds which prevailed. The excess 
of these winds above the averages were 1 day for N.W.; 4 days for N.; and 1 day 
for N.E., in all 6 days. From these winds resulted the low temperature, low humidity, 
and large mean daily range of temperature. 

The mean temperature of the towns was 43°:4, or 3°:8 less than the average, the 
days being 3°:3 and the nights 4°°3 under the average, the natural consequence of the 
drier condition of the air at this season. The above mean temperature is the lowest 
recorded for the large towns in October for the last forty years.

Thus, the weather of November 1896 was characterised by a high mean barometric 
pressure, being higher than during any November since 1879, with a monthly range 
slightly under the average; a mean temperature a degree above the average, with a 
mean daily range a degree under it ; a rather low humidity ; a mean rainfall only a 
third part of the average ; falling on 13 days, or 3 days fewer than the average ; anda 
slight predominance of westerly winds, 

The mean barometric pressure was 30°119 inches, which has only been exceeded 
by the Novembers of 1857, 1867, and 1879. This excess of pressure was very 
equally distributed over all parts of the country. 

The mean temperature was 42°:3, or 1°:0 above than the average, the days being 
0°-5 and the nights 1°°5 above the average. The excess of temperature was pretty 
evenly distributed over the eight towns. The absolutely highest temperature was 
56°°0 at Aberdeen, on the 12th and 23rd, and the lowest 22°:0 at Glasgow on the 4th. 

The mean rainfall was 1:12 inches, or 67 per cent. under the average. The 
greatest deficiency from the average was 78 per cent. at Paisley, and the least 60 per 
cent. at Glasgow and Aberdeen. The largest monthly amount was 2°15 inches at 
Greenock, and the least, 0°63 inch, at Leith. The largest daily fall at any of the 
towns was 0°42 inch at Perth onthe 17th.

Hence, the weather of December 1896 was characterised by a rather low mean 
pressure, with an average monthly range; the average mean temperature, with a 
mean daily range half a degree less than the average; a very high humidity ; an 
unusually large rainfall, falling on 23 days, being a larger number of rainy days than 
has been recorded on any previous December ; and a great excess of easterly winds, 
S.E. winds being three days, E. one day, and N.E. one day above the averages. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°687 inches, or 0°121 inch under the average. 
It will be seen from the sea-level pressures of the table, that the mean atmospheric 
pressure was singularly uniform at all the large towns. 

The mean temperature was 38°°5, being the average of the month, the means of 
the days and nights respectively being also the average. Mean temperature was 
about half a degree above the average at Aberdeen, Dundee, Leith, and Edinburgh ; 
but it was a degree under the average at Glasgow, Paisley, and Greenock, and half a 
degree at Perth. The absolutely highest temperature was 57°°0 at Leith on the 
26th ; and the lowest 19°:9 at Glasgow on the 20th. 

The mean rainfall was 5°57 inches, or 50 per cent. above the average. It was very 
unequally distributed among the stations. The largest amount, 8°76 inches, fell at 
Greenock, and the smallest at Edinburgh and Leith, these being 3°35 inches and 3:37 
inches. But as regards per cents. above the normal rainfall of the month, the excess 
was 112 at Aberdeen, 97 at Dundee, and 91 at Perth ; whereas at Greenock and Paisley 
the excess was only 23 per cent. From the 15th to the 20th the precipitation was 
_ either light or mid, falling chiefly as snow showers. During the rest of the month heavy 
rains were of frequent occurrence, particularly during the last week when on the 29th
